other printers, founded the Sacramento Union in

where he held for a number of years the office of 
Justice of the Peace and s\as afterwards elected 
District attorney of Lander county. 
Sometime in 


the early seventies he removed to Eureka, where 
he was in official life as Justice of the Peace -and 
County Clerk most of the time until his death 
Ht- 


was high in the Masonic Fraternity and once held 
the position of Honorable Inspectoi General, Scot- 
tish Rite, of the Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
States.
